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THE MARVELOUS ORIGINALITY OF THE 
ANTI-CATHOLIC PRESS.

From time to time the anti-Catholic newspapers and 
periodicals of the country blossom forth into scare headlines 
and box borders to enhance the beauty of what purports to 
he an “oath” taken by some Catholic organization, a copy of 
which has somehow or other come into the possession of the 
horrified editor, who thereupon spreads it broadcast and 
calls upon all good Americans-+to put down forever the horrid 
‘and fearsome aggregation of misguided Romanists whose 
‘masterful priests impose such a dreadful obligation upon 
their serf-like subjects. Years ago it was the “Jesuit Oath.” 
Just before the War, when bigotry was at its best (or worst) 
it was the “Knights of Columbus Oath,” and very recently 
the same old fabulous libel has appeared in the form of the 
“Sinn Fein Oath.” I say “the same old fabulous libel” be- 
cansé a study of these various documents betrays a singular 
likeness—in all of them there are the same sanguinary refer- 
ences to what the oath-takers will do to “all Orangemen and 
heretics unless they espouse our cause and become one of us” 
—and they all end with words to the effect that the resolved 
purpose of the oath-takers is “to make our Holy Father, the 
Pope, as powerful as he was before the Reformation.” The 
same references to arson and bloodshed, the same obscenities, 
the same threats, appear in al! of these bogus oaths. If we 
were tainted with “The Higher Criticism” (which, thank 
God, we are not) we would be tempted to trace all these 
documents to a common source. Nor would we be far wrong 
in doing so, for the same sort of propaganda has been used 
across the water against the supporters of Catholic Emanci- 
pation, the United Irishmen, the Repeal Movement, the Land 
League, the National League, the Fenians, the Home Rule 
Movement. and in this country it has been ascribed to the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, the Clan na Gael, the Molly 
MeGuires, the Knights of Columbus, and now to the Sinn 
Fein. Indeed it would seem that in its original form, as in its 
various subsequent adaptations, it was the work of some anti- 
Trish, as well as anti-Catholic agitator, though the two are 
not always the same. It would be interesting to trace it to 
its birthplace. But the extreme difficulty of locating those 
who, from time to time, republish it is enough to make one 
fear to undertake so intricate a quest. Wherever it may 
have first seen the light it has changed but little with age 
and repitition, but has held its identity through various 
reingarnations with a singular pertinacity. 

Again and again the fradulent character of these oaths 
_ has been exposed, Again and again the organizations at 
whose doors it was laid have denied anything like the pater- 
nity of such scandalous and unlawful obligations. One 
‘ would have thought that the results of the legal trials in con- 
‘nection with the libel that the Knights of Columbus included 
4% in their ritual would have been a death blow to it, but no— 
here it bobs up serenely and claims a new parentage. Again 
and again large money rewards have been offered for proof 
that such an oath was required by any Catholic organization, 
or taken by ita members. There have never been any 
claimants for these rewards, yet the calumny, after lying 
fallow for awhile, has been-repeatedly plowed up, given a new 
name and address and a golden harvest for bigotry reaped 
therefrom. 

“Our friends, the enemy,” show a lamentable lack of 
originality tn their campaign against the Catholic Church. 
In the last fifty vears there has not appeared a single new 
form of projectile from their ever-active artillery. Most of 
the “matter of their discourse” drawn, directly or in- 
directly, from an ald. Latin folio “Notitias Secretas” (itself 
probably a clumsy. forgery) which appeared in England in 
translation in 1826te further the political aims of England 
against the Spanish colonies. Practically every element of 
the mythical conditions of Latin America is derived from 
that book. The litemature of the A. P. A. and Know Nothing 
movements has been Pashed and rehashed to furnish materia! 
for modern anti-Catholic publications. And a glance at the 
“oaths” alleged to be taken by Jesuits, Hibernians, Knights 
of Columbus, Sint’ Feiners and other Catholic organiza- 
tions betrays a similar lack of up-to-date originality. 

We remember a Theological student who looked up from 
his perusal of a volume Of Moral Theology long enough to 
sigh, “Oh, if some one would only invent a new sin!”
